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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 



The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 



Claim 21 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by 
either Sanchez, Brooks, or Robinson (GB 2129176), all already of record. 

Each of these references show the authorization control system for the personal 
use of a device wherein the device is usable when a comparison of two carriers of 
electronically stored identification information affirms an identical match, see figure 2 of 
Sanchez; tone detector for predetermined frequency characteristic of transmitter 12 in 
Brooks, figure 1 and abstract; figures 1 and 3 and related disclosure of Robinson. 



The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

Claims 1-4, and 6-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Bowker in view of Robinson (GB 2129176), both already of record. 

Bowker shows the authorization control system for personal use and provides for 
the signal provider as an optic fiber prism 10.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
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Robinson shows an authorization control system and provides for the signal 
provider for outputting signals representing personal code data through a path that 
includes the user's body and a receiver interface 14, see figure 1. 

It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art to provide 
personal coded data through a path that includes a user's body as a signal provider in 
the authorization control system of Bowker because the specific use of a user's body as 
a signal provider in the authorization control system is clearly suggested by Robinson. 

Claims 5 and 1 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Bowker and Robinson as applied to claims 1 and 6 above, and further in view of 
Sanchez. 

Sanchez shows the finger ring as illustrated in figure 3. 

It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art to input the 
personal code with a ring finger in the authorization control system of Bowker as 
modified by Robinson because the specific use of a ring finger in an authorization 
control system is clearly suggested by Sanchez. 

Patentable invention is not involved in providing an electrically conducting portion 
of a finger ring in an authorization control system. 

With respect to claim 13, Sanchez provides for time registration and storing 
device, col. 3, and lines 44-50. 

With respect to claim 14, the recited "car" would not involve patentable invention 
since a patentee is entitled to all the uses to which his device or circuit may be put. The 
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skilled artisan would recognized that the device of either Bowker or Sanchez may be 
employed on a car, such being a matter of choice. 



Applicant's arguments with respect to claims at issue have been considered but 
are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

The prior art reference to Robinson clearly teaches the artisan the use of a signal 
path between a signal provider means and a signal receive interface means includes a 
user's body. 



Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action.
